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REMARKS 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the courtesies extended by the Examiner in the 
May 12, 2009, telephone interview with Applicant's representative, Jeffrey Lotspeich. 
The Examiner's comments and explanations were helpful and very much appreciated. 
Pursuant to MPEP § 713.04, Applicant provides the following remarks. 

The focus of the interview related to the claim amendments and arguments set forth 
in Applicant's recently filed amendment. In particular, independent claim 23 was discussed 
with regard to the Takiyasu patent. It was noted that the R3 and R4 fields (Fig. 2) were not 
"transmitted simultaneously" as required by claim 23. Fig. 3, steps 10 and 11, further 
support this position. (See also Takiyasu col. 14, lines 42-45 and 55-60). 

The Examiner acknowledged Applicant's position, and agreed that the presented 
amendment to claim 23 appeared to define this claim over Takiyasu. The Examiner further 
indicated that a more-detailed review of the amended claim, the cited references, as well as a 
fiirther review and search of relevant prior art, would also be necessary before a patentability 
decision on this claim could be determined. The Examiner's attention to this application is 
gratefully acknowledged.
